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WRITER MARK LANE 
Tie’s Still With the Company'

Mark Lane, the writer hired by Hustler 
magazine owner Larry Fiynt to investigate 
the assassinations of John F, Kennedy and 
Martin Luther King Jr., said his staff is con- 
tinuing its investigation into the shooting of 
Fiynt. 

Earlier reports that W had been fired 
by the Fiynt family after the March 6 as- ' 
sault on Fiynt are "entirely untrue,” Lane 
said Tuesday in a telephone interview. 

Jimmy Fiynt, the brother of the 
wounded magazine publisher, confirmed 
that Lane was still employed by Fiynt publi- 
cations. 

"He’s still with the company,” Fiynt 
said. "I don’t know how the investigation’s 
going.” - 

Fiynt said his brother has been unable 
to talk with police about the incident in 
which Larry Fiynt and Lawrenceville attor- / 
ney Gene Reeves were wounded by a sniper/ 
while walking to the Gwinnett County Stated 
Court building for the conclusion of an ob- 
scenity trial. - . j 

"He hasn’t been able to communicate 


with people, because he’s' still confused 
about what happened,” Jimmy Fiynt said. 

“They’re still keeping him under mor- 
phine, /Valium, antibiotics, stuff like that, so 
you would get disoriented," Fiynt said. 

Fiynt was shot twice in 'the stomach 
with/a rifle and has been weakened by ab- 
' dom/nal infections. f , 

j Doctors at Emory University Hospital 
making progress in clearing up these 
hetions, and Fiynt is “getting stronger 
ery day,” Jimmy Fiynt said. Flynt’s 
ndition is still listed as serious. 

Fiynt bought the L.A. Free Press last 
ar, and a special edition of the Los An- 
gles weekly paper published shortly before 
his shooting discussed alleged new evidence 
fin the Kennedy assassination. Two other 
/special editions on the Kennedy and King 
killings were scheduled for publication, but 
these have been “temporarily suspended,” 
Lane said. 

Lane said his seven-member staff is in 
the process of researching and writing the 
articles. Publication was halted because 
Fiynt is unable to oversee the project, ac- 
cording to Lane. 


“These publications were the most 
important thing he (Fiynt) had ever been 
associated with. He was editor and publisher 
of the first yeciai edition. He would want 
tp.be part of, the publications," Lane said
